Poincare was president of France ind 
M. Tardieu was the chief lieutenant 
of former Premier Cleraenceau. 


The battle arose over M. Daud_et's 
statement that the proposed addition- 
al tax to balance the recoverable bud- 
get "which ostensibly will be obtain- 
ed from Germany in the form 
of 
reparations would prove to the world 
that Frarce can get along without 
reparations from Germany."

Poincare replied 
that 
loans 
covering advances made against rep- 
arations were provided for in 
the 
treaty of Versailles. 


M Tardieu interrupting the Pre- 


mier. drowned him out, saying "the 
treaty provided reparations 
by an- 


nuities whereas the government could 
not make the devastated regions wait 
thirty years for reconstruction and it 
was impossible to insist on cash in- 
demnity.'' 


M. Tardieu insisted that M Poin- 


care presented his tax reforms in the 
name of the treaty, whereupon M. 
Poincare replied: 
"You raised the question 
of 
the 


president of the republic — I consider 
him irresponsible, only the premier 
and the cabinet "are responsible," 
meaning during the peace negotia- 
t.ons when Georges C'emenceau was 
premier and M. Poincare President. 


M. Poinoare continued: 
"During the peace negotiations you

event that a deadlock develops with 
McAdoo unable to get the necespary 
two-thirds vote. 


And all Indications are at present 


that there will be such a deadlock, 
v.ith McAdoo holdtng firmly to slight- 
ly over half the delegates, but with 
the Murphy-Taggert Brennan combi- 
nation holding enough votes to pre- 
vent his securing the two-thirds re- 
quired for nomination. 


This situation has been generally 


predicted for several weeks; but not 
so much attention has been given to 
the 
converse proposition, which 
is 


that the McAdoo supporters will meet 
the opposition tactics halfway and ef- 
fectively block the nomination of any 
candidate who is not satisfactory to 
Mr-Adoo.

Efforts to curb the pistol-carrying 


evil which has been the source of so 
much woe In this country, are being 
made both in Virginia and New York 
state by legislative methods. A bill 
has been introduced Into the General 
Assembly by Delegate Young of Kel- 
' son county which would provide a 
heavy assessment for any person own- 
ing a. revolver. 
A penalty -which, in- 


cludes the imposition of a jail term 
would be levied for failure to pay this 
tax upon discovery. The money de- 
rived from this unusual tax levy 
would be used In the establishment 
of two orphanages In the state—a 
rather appropriate useage for the 
fund since so many children are made 
fatherless, and often motherless, by 1 
the hasty resort to the revolver and I 
its 
messenger 
of death- 
United | 


Slates Senator Copeland is another 


, who sponsors a bill providing for a 


_, i<ix on revolvers. He, too, Is 


inumpted by a desire to curtail the 
unnatural death rate by making- these 
weapons such expensive luxuries that 
they will not be possessed in such 
large numbers as at present. 
These 


legislative moves will not of 'course 
have much effect on the professional 
gunman but. if they culminate suc- 
cessfully they -will reduce the num- 
ber of revolvers carried by persons of 
uncertain judgment and' equally un- 
certain temper to which may be trac- 
ed thousands of homicides. Just why 
the people of this nation are more 
prone to arm themselves and to carry 
•weapons more than any other is dif- 
ficult to explain. 
Perhaps It is a 


heritage of the primitive day -when 
a weapon of defense was usually car- 
ried. 
Safeguards 
which are now 


placed about us make the pistol a 
useless encumbrance, unless one is 
following- a. special calling such as the 
constant carrying of specie or jew- 
elry, thus singling out such person as 
pr«-y for thieves and robbers. To own 
a pistol merely for the sake of hav- 
ing one is the height of imprudence 
and to car,ry one is promoting the 
temptation to use it. If the promisc- 
uous ownership of revolvers can be 
allayed by legislative ellort let it go 
forward. 
A better way would be an 


awakened consciousness to the ex'il 
ar-d an individual recognition of the 
fatal role that the pistol carrier Is 
pining in human society.

1*116 Japanese note whose receipt 


by the State Department wa.s reveal- 
ed today, does not attempt to contest 
the right of the United States to pass 
whatever laws it sees fit on domes- 
tic problems, such as the immigra- 
tion question. Rather does the note 
from Ambassador Hanihara tend to 
make the question an issue of wheth-
